This brings to mind another story of the romance of land 
values in this territory. The name of ‘‘Lucky’’ Baldwin, who 
founded the town of Areadia and who owned thousands upon 
thousands of acres surrounding that territory, is known 'through- 
out the entire country. Baldwin was known as a sportsman of 
fame throughout the world and was the owner of one animal 
which set a world record in Chicago at one ‘time. Ross Field 
at Arcadia was part of ‘‘Lucky’’ Baldwin’s holdings and the 
buildings which were made over into barracks during the late 
World war were formerly his stables. At that place the Amer- 
ican derby used to take place, and as many as 1200 horses are 
said to have been entered in the race meets promoted by Bald- 
win there, On the Baldwin ranch lies the remains of his most 
famous horse and a large monument is erected to his memory. 

Saldwin had a Negro blacksmith who did the horse-shoeing 
for all the famous steeds in his stables. In those days *‘Lueky’’ 
Baldwin was not only ‘‘land poor’? but was also short, of cash. 
In faet, it is said that he offered this Negro blacksmith a con- 
siderable amount of land in payment for wages that were in 
arrears. This the Negro, who is now an old man living at Mon- 
rovia, refused to take—thus showing the value of land in those 
days. Now the ‘‘old darky,’’ like thousands of others, ean 


reminisce over what might have been had he had the foresight 
to vision the future of Southern California. 

A few days ago heirs of the late ‘‘Lueky’’ Baldwin paid to 
the city of Arcadia more than $75,000 in back taxes on land 
of his estate within the city limits, also an additional large sum 


to Los Angeles county.
